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FIFA have asked the Australian Soccer Federation whether it is 
interested in staging the 1991 Youth World Cup. 


The ASF last 
weekend enthusiastical- 
ly agreed to pursue the 
matter. 

Should Australia host 
the tournament, it will 
be doing so for an un- 
precedented second 
time. 

Although FIFA was 
impressed with the 
organisation — and 
attendances — in Aus- 
tralia in 1981, it will not 
give us a second bite at 
the cherry because of 
any special fondness for 
Australia. 

The truth of the mat- 
ter is that the world 
body has always found it 
extremely difficult to 
“sell” its Youth World 
Cup, which has been 
something of a problem 
child since its inception 
in 1977. 

None of the major 
Soccer countries have 
ever been keen to stage 
the event, which invari- 
ably loses money, but 
survives thanks to

sponsorship by the Coca 
Cola Company. 

It’s no coincidence 
that only one of the 
seven tournaments have 
been held in Europe — 
in the Soviet Union, in 
1985. 

All the others were 
hosted by “Third 
World” or “develop- 
ing” Soccer nations — 
Tunisia (1977), Japan 
(1979), Australia (1981), 
Mexico (1983), Chile 
(1987) and Saudi Arabia, 
next month. 

Let Australia, by all 
means, hold another 
Youth World Cup, but 
only if we receive iron- 
clad guarantees from 
FIFA that we won't be 
liable for the inevitable 
financial losses that will 
incur. 

FIFA will announce 
the venue of the 1991 
Youth World Cup to- 
wards the end of April. 

Overseas sources re- 
port Australia has the 
inside running. 


Should we get the 
nod, it will be some con- 
solation for missing out 
on this year’s finals in 
Saudi Arabia. 

As the host country, 
Australia will automa- 
tically qualify — and 
‘one can only hope the 
Young Socceroos will be 
accorded a more ratio- 
nal build-up than their 
ill-starred predecessors 
of 1989.

Shoulder to the 


wheel in ACT

ON a cold Thursday 
afternoon last July 
ACTSF executive di- 
rector Paul FitzPat- 
rick was sitting in his 
office, about to make 
a call which would 
mark the end of the 
Canberra City Soccer 
club. 

City was stricken, A 
club with debts and no 
money, owners who 
wanted to sell but with 
no-one interested in the 
terms they had set. 

With the deadline for 
negotiations less than 
an hour away, all that 
remained was for Fitz- 
Patrick to make the call 
to the NSW Soccer 
Federation informing it 
Canberra could not lon- 
ger fulfil league fixtures 
and withdrawing it from 
the competition. 

Before he could do it, 
ACTSF _ president 
Charles Perkins rang 
him with an 11th hour 
initiative which even- 
tually saved NSW State 
League Soccer for the 
ACT and resulted in the 
club continuing under 
new ownership as Can- 
berra Croatia. 

Now it is looking for- 
ward to the new season 
with an air of optimism 
which would have 
seemed impossible six 


months ago. 
No longer is the talk 
of survival, but of 


whether the club can 
take the championship 
and return to the NSL 
for the first time since 
relegation in 1986. 

Canberra Croatia has 
been buoyed by the 
appointment of former 
Socceroo boss Jimmy 
Shoulder as its coach 
for 1989. 

“| have broken a 
long-standing resolu- 
tion that | would never 
coach a club side in 
Australia," he said. “I 
have done it because 
Croatia officials have 
convinced me they 
want the very best for 
Soccer in Canberra, 
and that means the 
NSL. 

“| considered the 
offer carefully before 
accepting and then | 
did so on the under- 
standing that the club 
will be run on highly 
professional lines both 
on and off the field. 

“Canberra Soccer 
has acquired a repula-

tion for lack of direction 
and organisation. That 
will cease from now on.” 

Shoulder said his own 
experience in admi- 
nistration as well as 
coaching would be at 
the disposal of the club. 
"But it boils down to the 
commitment and dedi- 
cation of the officials. 

“Despite all the prob- 
lems of the past there is 
still-a strong base. If you 
look at what the city has 
to offer and what the 
club can offer, you can 
see the basis for a 
viable operation.” 


But there were no 
promises about a fast 
return to the NSL. 

“The enthusiasm here 
is tremendous and 
we've been getting real- 
ly encouraging roll-ups 
to our early training ses- 
sions," he said. 

“In fact, if | could be 
sure of signing all the 
players who have been 
training with us, | would 
be a happy man. 

“It's an old cliche, but 
we will be taking one 
game at a time. 

“There are some ex- 
cellent players in this 
area and if | get the 


ones | want there is 
every reason to hope for 
success. 

“Obviously we are 
looking first at the 
young players of last 
year, people like Peter 
Mazis and Ray Junna, 
and then seeing who 
else is available. 


“There has been talk 
that with the Croatians 
in charge we will be roll- 
ing in dollars. It isn't the 
case. There has been a 
decision to run on a 
tight budget for next 
season. 


“There will be no 
$25,000 deals.” 

One player who will 
definitely be returning is 
last year's player 
coach, Tom Sermanni, 
who has been 
appointed Shoulder's 
assistant. 

He said he was de- 
lighted with develop- 
ments. “If | had been 
asked to continue as 
coach | would have 
given up playing. As it is 
| think | have a contribu- 
tion to make both on 
and off the field and I'm 
looking forward to work- 
ing with Jimmy."

Those Soccer fashions 
changed for the better 


BY JEFF PETERSEN 


SOCCER fashions really started in the 1860s in 
Britain when the first photograhs of teams were 


taken. 

A photograph of Har- 
row School is one of the 
earliest available. They 
wore thin striped shirts, 
knickerbockers and 
straw boaters, 

Army sides were 
much in prominence. 
The Royal Engineers 
wore jerseys, nightcaps 
and stockings, in hori- 
zontally regimental red 
and blue stripes, and 
with dark blue serge 
knickerbockers. 

Clapham Rovers, 
then a power in the 
land, wore cerise and 
french grey. Some teams 
even sported salmon 
pink, claret, amber and 
violet. 

One must remember 
that the main reason for 
the simplicity of colours 
in present times is one of 
expense. 

One of the mysteries 
of past ages is how play- 
ers kept the caps on 
their heads during play. 

The end of the cent- 
ury saw many Soccer 
teams with shinguards 
outside their stockings. 

The ‘leg protecters’ in 
those days looked cap- 
able of stopping bullets 
rather than boots. It is 
wonder they lifted their 
logs, Jet alone kicked a 


re England man- 
ager, Bobby Robson, 
would have died if he 
had seen a First Division 
side of those days out 
training. 

‘A good walk through 
the town them up for the 
battle ahead. Not in 
tracksuits and expensive 
road-running shoes — 
but in thick woollen 
suits, celluloid collars 
and even gold watch and 
chain. 

After the walk — 
back to the club to have 
a session on the Indian 
clubs. 

Right up to the 1930s 
shirts were worn outside 
the shorts, 

Teams had the collars 
Jaced up at the top, 
although I have no re- 
cord of nang! mangers Ree 02 being 


strangled by opposing 
players in heated mo- 
ments of play. 

But even the long- 
shorted England were 
staggered when the 
famous Moscow Dyna- 
mo team arrived in Eng- 
Jand in 1945. 

They made the ‘baggy 
shorts’, made famous by 
Scotland’s Alex James, 
look tight. 

Russian shorts were 
as wide as they were 
long — but could they 
play football? Ask Car- 
diff City, they lost 10-1 
to them! 

England gave the 
world its football. The 
New World gave Eng- 
land its present football 


it. 
The South American 
teams in England after 
World War Two caused 
a revolution in fashions. 
Light-weight shirts, 
shorts and shirts that 
had a ‘v’ shaped neck 
with no collars, shorts 
that were bikini length 
and the boots that we 
now take for granted. 


Of course they were 
greeted with scorn. 
“How would the light 
ankle-boots fare on 
English grounds. What 
about the flimsy clothing 
with a North-East wind 
blowing and snow com- 
ing down?” 

But change they did, 
first the shirts lost their 
collars, then the shorts 
became shorter, and the 
thick cumbersome 
boots, which gave the 
world the greatest game 
of them all, were put 
away for good. 

Fashions may have 
changed but perhaps the 
game is the same. 

One final thought. If a 
team from the 1880s 
could meet a team of to- 
day, who would get the 
bigger shock? We shall 
never know. 

But at least ‘the pre- 
sent trend of beards and 
moustached players can 
still remind us of those 
‘good old days.

League table and

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WHO is this David 
Lee? 


I imagine a lot of Soc- 
cer people will find it 
hard to remember when 
they first heard of David 
Lee, the new Director of 
Coaching for NSW. 

For most it might be 
when he took over the 
revolutionary youth 
scheme at Blacktown 
City in 1982. 

For others it might be 
when he won the natio- 
nal title with his under 
13 NSW team in 1973. 

Others remember him 
for his work as Director 
of Coaching with the 
Kuringai Junior 
Association, and just 
last year as Marconi’s 
Director of Coaching. 

He is an Aussie Dinky 
Di — short, smart, 
sharp and flinty, played 
second grade with APIA 
and has a flair for 
coaching kids. 

He sold Blacktown 
City on his great plan for 
youth development in 
1982. 

From 300 12-14-year- 
old youngsters they 
selected two squads of 
18 each. 

The first year Black- 
town poured $50,000 
into the scheme. Rale 
Rasic and secretary 
Peter Thorne fully sup- 
ported David Lee's 
ideas of no competition 
in 11-a-side games for at 
least one year. 

For this period the 
boys learnt mainly the 
techniques of Soccer. 

Eventually, Rale 
Rasic moved on, the 
club was relegated to the 
State League and funds 
were reduced for the 
scheme. 

But even in 1986, its 
fifth year, Blacktown 
allocated substantial 
funds to its special youth 
endeavour. 

Blacktown then drop- 
ped the scheme. 

The star graduates 
were: Bob Stanton and 
Brad Maloney who have 
both played for the Aus- 


tralian Schoolboy team 
and are currently at the 
AIS; Steve Refines also 
at AIS and playing in 
the Sydney Olympic 
under 19 squad (that 
seems strange after all 
that money spent to- 
ward his development 
by Blacktown), and Paul 
Welch at AIS and a 
Blacktown City first 
team squad member, 
who is in the Australian 
under 19 youth team 
which competed in Syria 
in the World Youth Cup 
eliminations. 

David Lee still gives 
youth a priority in his 
new, enlarged role as 
boss of NSW coaching. 

He plans to bring 
even more excellence to 
the “Centres of Excell- 
ence” set up by his pre- 
decessor Alan Vest. 

Squads of 16 specially 
selected boys are 
coached by top coaches 
for 12 weeks at a time in 
these geographic 
centres. 

However, Lee knows 
that his main role is to 
improve the quality of 
Soccer coaching 
throughout NSW, in- 
cluding Northern NSW. 

More than one third 
of the country’s Soccer 
players play in NSW. 


How criminal that 
while other States had 
paid Directors of 
Coaching to organise 
modern Soccer coaching 
schemes since the mid- 
1970s, it took NSW 10 
more years before the 
highly-qualified Alan 
Vest took his post in the 
mid-1980s. 

Victoria, with less 
than 1/10th of the 
juniors found in NSW, 
had appointed the gifted 
Len McKendry as its Di- 
rector of Coaching 
almost a decade ahead 
of Alan Vest. 

The National Soccer 
Coaching Scheme had 
its inception in 1973 
under the then new and 
imported National Di- 
rector, Englishman Eric

Hundreds attend the 
Level 2 courses in NSW 
each year, while there 
have been literally hun- 
dreds yearly who attend 
the one-day, Level 1 
basic course. 

The following are 
some of the things 
David Lee wants to 
achieve during his term: 

1 — Get more Aussie 
coaches into National 
League teams. 

2 — Have holiday Soc- 
cer clinics get Federa- 
tion approval before set- 
ting up. 

3 — Have Parklea (the 
NSW training centre 
and Federation head- 
quarters) put to max- 
imum use — it can earn 
$6,000 a day, but is 
empty 85% of the year. 

4 — Get a fund set up by 
sponsors for promotion 
of coaching courses, and 
trips away for top 
achievers. 

That, plus improving 
coaching throughout 
NSW, from the borders 
of Queensland in the 
north, to Victoria in the 
south, will keep David 
Lee pretty busy.
